profclTedly 
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profefledly from gratitude for having J>c-^ 
ftowed her on Peter the Weak ; her fpoufei 
at lead, was^ fully convinced, of this; but 
there were people who thought differently, 
and the fequel will probably inform us, 
which party was in the right. Thus much 
is certain, that Barbe had maintained the 
beft difpofition x>£ loyalty towards Sigif- 
mon<l in her hulbahd, who had always 
need of being moved by fome external.

thing ; and that ftie was the principal mo- 
tive, that had induced the king to prefer 
the cattle of count Peter for his afylum. 

Her* 
man and Hertingftiaufen, were received 
with open arms ;. and though the count 
exprefled fimply enough his afVonifhment 
at this fudden viiit, it appeared, neverthc- 
lefs, that Barbe had long expeded her il- 
luftrious gueft. 

.Herman was not fb blind on the fubjeft 
as count Cyly. He obferved looks of in^ 
telligence between his matter and the couu- 
tefs ; he perceived alfp, that Hertingftiau- 
fen was at the bottom of the fecret, an4 
treated by Barbe as an old acquaintance.

A few days were fufficient to convince 
llerman, that, the fcenes of diffipation 
which had taken place in the caftle of So- 
tlos would here be renewed ; and that his 
hopes of re-entering on an ad^ive life, and 
of purfuing his fortune, were built on a 
fandy foundation. 

This co^vi6iion led him to refume his 
Former purpofe of leaving his mafter, as 
there was nothing to induce him to ftay it 
the caftle of Cyly.

whom be migiit confide* Before they left 
Soclos, the cotiduft of Hertingihaufeu had 
iiK>re than oncsceicit^ his contempt, and 
here it foonTrendered him totally unworthy 
the ^e^ion of a man like Herman.

|ting{hanfen did not content himfelf with 
bein^ the go-between of an illicit amour, 
he foughtal^ to participitate in the plea- 
I fores of his matter* He had eyes only for 
che handfome countefe, and the countefs 
pftit no reftraint on her's, unlefs when in 
danger^ of being obferved by Sigifmond. 
With refpeft to our knight, whom ihe had 
obnfidared f rom the beginning as a perfou- 
a^ ^ no cotifequence, ftie feared not his 
aonee, and was «p little referved before 
hkn as htf6re her blind and imbecil hui? 
taxid.' Indeed fo exceflive was the injpu- 
denee of the eonntefs, that the innocence 
and purity of Herman's nJind would fcarcc- 
hr petuiit htm to credit the teftimony of his 
(enies. Meanwhile be knew not yet how 
far this new Meffalina could carry her ef- 
front^ and licentidufiicfs, of which hif- 
tory has tranfinitted to us fotiie account^; 
nor was he foUy convinced, till at length 
flie caft her lafcivions e)^ npon him with 
intent toilraw him atfo into her fnares. 

HhilPhere drojp the curtain, to conceal 
from my reader the horrible fcenes ithat 
pafled in the caftle of Cyly ; and content ; 
inyfelf with faying, -that they were liich. 
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38, in the cyts of Herman* to give it the 
appearance of an infernal abode, which he 
thottght continually of qmtting it ; and 
that the only circnmftance, by which he 
was detained, was his being doubtful whe- 
ther he ought to be filent, before he de- 
parted, or inform his maffeer pf the abomi- 
nable praftices of the countefs. The for- 
mer his probity forbad ; and his delicacy 
revolted at the latter. 

In the explanation that he ratift have en- 
tered into with ^igifmond, he muft have 
owned his icnowledge of the monarch's 
connexions with, the wife of count Peter; 
and that, perhaps, without daring to have 
exprefled all the horror with which it in- 
spired him; a condudl which appeared to 
him a fort of tacit approbation, to which 
he could by no means bring himfelf to con- 
fent : and thus he remained undecided, 
till new difcoveries filled .up the meafure 
of his indignation, and precipitated his 
departure. 

. The contempt with which Herman re- 
paid the advances of the countefs had 
drawn on hin^ her hatred, nior was ftie 
cotitented till Ihe Jiad infufed fimilar fen- 
timems into the mind of Sigifmond.

mond on the throne. He difcovcred too, 
xhat the regaining of the crown 6f Hun- 
gary was not the fole objeft in agitaiiori; 
ibr the ambitious B|irbe had infpir^d the 
'iiug'with more elevated pretennpii;^^ ' It 
' had formerly been predi'fled to her, that 
, fte fhould be an emprefs-; already fhe con- 
fidered herfelf as the wife of Sigifmond'; 
-and it is therefore not to be wondered at, 
\ that (he fought to inftil into him the defire 
of afcending the imperial throne, thebb- 
jefl of her deareft wifhcs,, and to whicli 
, fliehad rib.hppe of arriving, unlefs he. was 
fcatcd upon it himfelf. ;, ': ' 

All thefe things gave infinite difpleafurje 
to Herman. He heard oY plqts f«^mi%, 
.againft the life .not only of M^luceflaulT 
whofe crown already tottered on his head, ^ 
but alfo of duke Frederic of Brunfwick, 
and -other nobles, who had^ pretehlions to 
the. imperial fceptre : and he dreaded, l^ft 
he flxould not arrive ih.iime to c^utiori!a^d 
to fave them. In this emergency, ile^* 
man had the geneirofity to forget, that dute 
Frederic was his rival, defigned by the 
count of Wirtemberg" to4>ecome the con- 
fort of Ida: he confidered him only as a 
prince threatened with cowardly aflaffina- 
tion, for whote fafety, as well as that oi 
Winceflaus, he would readily, on fuch an 
WcafipB^ have facrificed his exiftence.

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Herman was now unalterably determin- 
ed to <5[uit, without delay, this den of mur- 
derers. But it was not fo eafy as he thought 
. to efcape from the caftle of Cyly. A lofty 
wall furrounded the park through which it 
was neceflary to pafs.

The difcourfe of this fury was more than 

once interrupted by the blafphemies of the 

enraged Hertingfhaufen ; and when it was 

iiniflied, he rufhed like lightning from the 

alcove, while Barbe burft into an inferndl 

laugh, loud enough to reach his ears not-

While Winccflaus, fbnt miii in;a caftte, 
owed his fafety folcly to the prudence of 
Sophia, whofe tender care he repaid after, 
hi3 manner, tl^e affairs of S^fniond in 
Hungary had taken a favourable turn ; his 
caemies were humbled, and, bytheaflift- 
ance of count Cyly, brother to Peter the 
Weak, he had re-afcendid the throne. He 
married the widow of the deceafed count, 
and found in this union the. deferved chaf- 
tifement of his perfidy refpefting queen 
I4ary> ^^^ princefs Helen, and a thoufand 
others. Barbe ruled him defpotically. The 
only point ftie could .not ^pbtain fromSigif-

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Suffice it to fty that the accents of truth 
jfluihg from the momh of the almoft ex-

Hi^ 
depofition agreed . perfe^ly with that of 
merman, and he^ declared, that he had no 
complaint to make againil . hirii, but, orii 
the contrary^ that he believed jiiim inno* 
cent. He produced the tock of hair which 
he had torn from the head of the affaflin 
as he efcapeda and which evidently belong- 
ed riot to the prifoner. 

Thefiieadsof our knight liftened with 
great pkafure to this depofition; but the 
eledior of Mentz did not appear to be fa- 
tisfied till be learnt that Kunzmarihad ul- 
timately efcaped, as well as an accomplice 
that was with him. The enemies of Hcr- 

roan 
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man wei-e then defirous of inferring that 
he might be the accomplice who fled. But 
Jadbc obferved ( that it was for them, not 
the prifoner, to prove this j which, .from 
the tejftimonies exhibited of his inno- 
jrence, he was fure they would find im^ 
jjoflible.

The iremonftrances with which thefe let- 
ters were fitted, had never hieejx well re- 
ceived by otir mettlefome youth ^ and he 
had uniformly been fo nnpolite as to leave 
them unanfwered; a pircumftance from 
which he h^d reafon to prefume that the 
regard thefe perfonages of his fanyly for- 
merly entertained for him muft be totally 
ejitinguifhed, and their difpleaftirC;, on ac- 
count of his efcape to the court of Win- 
ceflaus, confidferably Augmented.

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TIk rapture of thefe kind -and virtuous 
fouls at fight of a brother whom they fondly 
loved, and from whom they had fo long 
been feparated, is not to be, defcribed, and 
for a while it bereft Herman of the power 

of fpeech At length their joy becoril- 

inff more calm, he again Ipoke of her whb 
ha^ made on him fo unfavourable an ini- 
, preffion, who had fo furioufly reviled, 
and ffaoove with fo much malice to diftid- 
nour him. -He was aftoniftied that fuclji 
a woman could be bis fifler> and the 
nxms were obliged to give him a thoufand

"Refpeaingme?" 

•^ YeSy refpeftingyou, my dear brothciv 
^^ But„ Heavens I can it be true ? I« rt pofi 
- ** fible that -you are^purfued by the fecret 
*' tributi^ j,>:. . . . . 

'* Be not une^y, my dear fiftery, on that 
*' accouat. Suppofing. it truer God is the 
^* fafeguard and proteftor of innocence.^' - 

The liun's began to weep, and it was dif- 
ficult for Herman fo far to tranquillize theik 
feelings as to obtain from theni the infbr^ 
juation he wanted. 

" Pidurc to yourfelf our defpair when* 
** we heard thedreadfial intelligence. Ag- 
** nes cxprcffed a wi£h, that you might take 
•* refuge in your own couritjfy ; a wHh in 
** which I fincerely joined, hoping that yoit 
^ would find an afylum with our brother 
^'Bernard, or at leaft affiftance to enable 
f* you to feek your fafety elfewherie,- for/we 
^* nad no doubt of your poverty. * And 

" where/ 
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^^.where,^ added I, * can he apply with 
*^» -greater confidence than to the head of

^* .-tharine at this became enraged. She has 
a numerous family, and fte conceived ^ 
that whatever Bernard might give you 
" would be taken from her children, who, 
** fhe hopes wiH oneday inherit the whole 
** of his fortune.^' 

Herman direfted towaaids his filters a 
look, that e3q)r.effed his gratitude, and the 
regret he felt at not being able to teftify it 
as he could wife. The forrow he difplayed 
in his countenance was mifinterpreted* 
" -Do not aiflift yourfelf, my dear brother,'* 
faid Agnes with emotion, holding out to 
him her hand. ** If Bernard refufes, we 
will affift you onrfelves ; we are not fo 
poor as you may imagine ; all the pre- 
** '.lents we have received from you are ftill

Herman trembled at the enmity Urfuljt 
difplayed for her filter, though at the fame 
< time me was teftifying her goodnefs to- 
wards him. He affured h^i^ that he was 
not cotne to afk affiftance, or to remain 
many days, lofihg the time which was of 
importance to his flight ; that he wiflied 
not to give umbrage to any one by his 
prcfencc ; and that he had undertaken this 
journey by the advice of the duke of Auf- 
tria, who had led him to hope that the old 
count of Unna, chief of the fecret tribunal 
in thofe parts^ could effeft a farther invef- 
tigation of his unhappy affair, and procure 
him an opportunity of proving his inno- 
cence.

difgufting. It is true, that it fell Ihort of 
the extreme depravity he had obferved.ia 
j;&wotherpeHbns, as Kun^man, and the 
countefs of Cyly, for inftance: but the 
oneannefd of their fouU infpired him with 
a certain antipathy, which never fails to 
be accompanied with contempt ; thougl) 
the &eling was in a manner fofteoed^ by 
his icilemnff on the amiable nuns of ITber* 
waiifer. Indeed his defire of feeing thefe 
CMtce more, had greater weight in prolong- 
\ng his flay, than the promite he had ma<M 
^ the "^ abbefs of Marienha^en : for he 
£6§l^d he might find other di^greeable ori* 
giaals in bis family, and fliould at laft b^ 
pbliged to fufpeA his own goodnefs, the 
branchies of the tree from which he de- 
fcended being fo corrupt.

could never have been pleafed with- the 
humble homage of his relations and do- 
meilics ; couM never have treated, with 
fuch haughtinefs, all who approached 
him. 

The court of Plettenburg, . as Bernard's 
refidence was then Ilyled, was certainly too 
fplendid for a lord of Unna ; but it was a 
fplendor by which Herman, who had feen 
th^ world, was not to be dazzled, and 
which could not fail to e5i:cite, in a philo- 
fophic mind, the moff melancholy reflec- 
tions.

IfMk waa attacked more openly. The 
aCair . was examined into in ihie form, m 
pcoceeding which brought codfiderable^ 
pwients toWij^flaus, whofe corniptibiikv 
was well known.

X-/URING a tedious journey, Ida had 
fuflScient leifure to form proie<9:8, and feaft

•* than, in that of St.. Anne.. . . I . How 
** much da I regret, that I did not at leaft 
" inform, the princefs Gara of the fcene; 
*^ , that tookplace between me and my per- 
•*• fecutor I The knowledge of this would* 

"^ have: 
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** have rendered her attentive to my d^ftU 
** ny, and made her perhaps fufpe^ the- 
** truth, when ihe fhall find that I am not 
^' at St. Emery." 

. Thus complained Ida, till convinced 
tjiat regret Was no remedy for ills, and 
that patience and adivity alone could ena^ 
ble her to furmoujit tije calamity with 
which ftie was threatened.

of the ordtt, comemed himfelf with pro»» 
iaiifing him advancemest by way of cott<» 
fbling him. 

To this Herman anfwercd nothing. The 
- brothers parted. For the mutual relation 
of their adventures, the next day had been 
fixed, and the whole of the night was 
fpent by Hei:man in cmifidering how he 
fhould arrange the long feries of events 
that had, befallen him, fo as to leave oH 
his brother's mind no doubt of his inno^ 
cence. ^ He wa9 v^ ignorant, that the fimr 
nleft tale is always the beft, as bearing the 
tbmp of ingenuoufheis ; but be haa too 
o^ten had the misfortune to have his aor 
tto^s UM&onftrued by thofe he loved not to 
l(aye become timid. 

^ In the ntiean time, both his ho^pes of 
imppinefs, founded on the conver&ition h^ 
vras to have with his brother, and his anx- 
iety to maintain a place in his efteem, foon 
vanifhed. The moment he was preparing 
to quit his tent^ in order to wait on him, 
he received ipformation, that John had 
fuddenly fet off on biifinefs of emergency ; 
and that all he had been able to do before 
his departure, had been to recomuiend him 
to the grand mafter.

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that the moment he arrived at^the place of 
hU deftination, all the ancient accufations 
againft him would be renewed, particu- 
larly that relating to the bifiiop of Ofna- 
bruck.

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<* family, or the empire, 'muft be my heir^ 
" Patience, however! I will choofe one 
** they leaft exped ; the yotingeft, the - 
** moft defpifed of them all ; him whom 
«, they thought to bury in the duft of a 
<* cioiftcr, in order to raife themfelves at 
<^ his expence." 

During this^fpeech the old mail's anger 
Icindled into a flame. With a tone of af- 
perity he ordered Herman to w^hdraw,. 
who knew not what to think, till an an- 
cient domeftic of the houfe, whofe pro- 
buy he had difcovered on his firft vifit to 
Unna, told him that the count, having 
been attacked with a dangerous difeafe,. 
a few months before Herman's arrival, 
Bernard of Unna, and the abbefs of Ma- 
rienhagen had talked fo publicly of their 
expeflations, that it reached his ears, and 
confirmed him in the refolution he had 
formed in favour of Herman.

<)f love, he arrived at Prague, hoping that 
the queen would acquaint him with the 
^^piace of Ida^s abode : but Sophia was 
equally anxious and ignorant 01 her fitu- 
^tion< Thence he flew to the houfe of 
'hopcrft Munfler, where, inftead of the in- 
formation he hoped> he found nothing b^t 
tears. 

^^ She is in the hands of the old arehi- 
f^ biftiop," faid the fofteffatber of Ida;

-tmn tfv w^hichifhe was expofed ; and ye- 
profacbed himfdlf for Mving fo long re- 
♦mmned ^fy r^pefting her fate. He -had 
4*]^pofed A cw'^^^t the fafeft poffible afy- 
i lum 
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lum for an iunocent young woman : a bi- 
ihop, he imagined, could have no other 
views, no other defigns, in imprifoning ad 
heretic, than inftru<^ing her> and makiag 
her renounce her errors: but he foon 
changed, his opinion when he had heaptf 
Munfter. From that moment every hour 
appeared an age till Ida wa& delivered^ 
His diftance from her feemed greater every 
ftep he took.. Happily Munfter aecomr 
panied him, whofe cool judgment pre^ 
vented or repaired the numerous folUe3 
to which our young knight, from his.eagex^- 
j)recipitancy, was e.xpofed. 

The court of -Hungary, deteflable as it 
muft have appeared to him by the pre- 
fence of an ungrateful king, and a wicked 
<jueen, of whom he couW not thiak with* 
out recoUeding the adventures of thecaftle 
of Cyly, was the place to which he would 
iain> on magic wings, have been inftanta^ 
neoufly transported.- There he expefted 
to> hear news of Ida ; there awaited him a 
new pleafure, which he had frequently 
defired fince the happy iffue of his misfor- 
tunes : Duke Albert of Auftria was exi- .

•* He informed me, that near the wall

The' coirffeqtietices of ft) bold an at- 
tempt v^te certainly to be dWaded. To 
*^ terrify the. nuns by fettiiig fiVe to thtit 
*• convent, to carry off one of rficto, and 
** then contemptnoufly to defert Jher, were 
^ t6onjanyiirfultsfotonetiine. The whole 
^ neiffhbotirhood refonbded with outei*ies 
** againft the facrilegious^ robbers, and wef 
** Ihould certainly have been torti to pieces 
•* had we been fufp^eftted. Thus all fur- 
ther attempts became impra^cable. 
The convent of St. Anne was gViarded 
•* by armed men, alid the rept^rt ^as 
^ fpread, that the nutfs well knew who 
^ was the occafion of thcfe attcJmpts, alid 
•* that they woiild'fooii get rid of her, by 
•* fending ner to fome diftant and unkncWvn

Knowing, from your ftory, the dulte's

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JL HE anxiety of Herman .and ,CbtfraKf 
was but too. weil founded. The fituatioa 
of the princefs of Wirtemberg fince we 
telther had every diy grown worit. ' 

The attempts made to carrv her off, ctxae 
notj as has been feen, from tw archbifiiop^ 
but from Coqirad of Langen, who> to fetve 
His friend^ hasd employed' all poiBble meahs> 
jhrudent or -knprudenti 

His fchemf 8, however^^^wnpjd have in* 
£dUbly fucc^cd, h^d he |dt^ with lefa 
precipitanf:T» qv bad they not1)e^n oppofed 
by her wHo might have favoured tfaem% 
But Ida believed Subinko to be the amfaot 
of this enterprife ; and> befides, htd^ (he 
fivenbeen ixtfoimed oftfae benevdeit^hand 

that 
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that wiftied to free her froip ber dungeon, 
her principles would probably have revolt- 
ed at (ucn a mode of deliverance. To 
efcape from a convent, to.elofie from it 
•with a ftranger, however confidered, muft 
fhock the delicacy of a modeft young wo- 
Cian, and might irretrievably ftain. her re-, 
pu tat ion. ^ 

Ida neither expedied nor hoped for deli- 
verance, but through the folicitatioQS of 
her friends. She knew not how cold and 
indifferent was common friendfhip, when 
facrifices are to be made. Elizabeth and 
the pVinceis Oara, Her new Acquaintance, 
happy in the pofleffion of Mary, employed 
all their cares in re-eft ablilhing her health. 
When they thought of Id^, they quieted 
their appjet^enfions for her fate, by the 
hope, that it would foon changie,. and thus 
fpared themfelves the trouble, of any exer- 
tion to meliorate it. ~ 

The quee% it is true, .had the name of 
her deliverer always, in. her mouth; but 
they endeavoured to tranquxllife her, by 
hopes of which fhe could, not know th? 
jQight foundation- 

p Dake Albert, the ardent admirer of Ida, 
was obliged to conceal his anxiety, .left he 
ihjO^ld rekindle in the heart of his future 
tride thx^.en^bers of jealoufy Avhich were 
yet fcarcely exfipff uiftied. Tjhere was no 
pne but,Cpnrad> tAej:ef6xe». the imprudent 
:- _ Conrad^ 
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Coftrad,. who. engaged with ardorriaour 
hcjroine's caufe, though, alas! whh little 
fucccTs. , 

Thelaft ftratagem to which he had re-i 
courfe, Qccafioned the utmoft tumult ia* 
the convent. The whole coi!nmunity unit-^ 
ed againft it's innocent caufe.' All the nunS; 
exclaimed, " What! daily new alarms I* 
*f . cells* forced !• nuns raviftied ! the houfe* 
^* fet pa ftref mull we all' then become* 
the vidims of one? Let her depart^ 
from thefe holy walls; IfSt her be fent 
f to forae remote place, where^ no one 
can difcover her, there to undergo rigid 
penances, capable of expiating the evils, 
■•* we have fuffered on her account.'' Such 
\ras the unanimous deiire of thefe pious 
Hiaidehs. 

'^ The iabbcfs, a0u red. that Ida was far 
frcMGa confeming to the rafti wifties of thofe 
isho had attempted to violate thefacred in-, 
clofure of the convent, and believing that 
Ihe had at length infpired her with a tafte 
for a life which flie at firft abhorred, would^ 
willingly have protedled her. But even 
the^ attachment flie manifefted in her fa- 
vour, rendered her doubly odious to the 
lifters, to whom it was an objed of envy. 
They infifted, therefore, on the novice's 
removal to another houfe, that they might 
avoid the misfortunes of which her prey^ 
fence miffht ftill be the occafion. 

The 
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The prificefswtfi obliged to keqphetiblT 
^oMy confined' in ber cdU and was^ £oi^ 
bidden to appear in the choir. By degrees ^ 
fufpicions were infinuated into the, mind 
of the abbefs. " Is it fo very eept^in/^ 
faid they, ^ that ihe is innocent of what 
^ has been done on her account. May 
** not her repugnance to be carried away 
♦^ be a feint ? And may (he not be in con- 
•* ceit with thefe bold meni who* if flic 
^ remain here, wil>, fooner or latter, be 
** the rum of our houfe ?*' 

Accnfations like thefe h^d not the kaft' 
ihadow of probability, yet were they liften* 
cd to, and at length produced, • what is 
(ailed in convents^ a grand interrogatory. 

Ida was fummoned ; a thoufand quefi 
tions were put to her j which flie aijfwered'^ 
in a manner to produce conviftion of her 
innocence, and to humble her enemies ; 
<rae only excepted, to which it was impof- 
fiWe for her to make the jeply which her 
fituation feemed to require, and her fin* 
ccrity was her ruin. 

How, indeed, could the- princefe an- 
ftverin the affirmative, when a&ed if iPhe' 
thought hcrfelf really called, if ftie werr 
ready' to take the veil without reludtance, 
and if flie preferred the convent of St. Anne 
to all the pleafurcs of the world ? Was 
there even among her judges a fingle indi- 
vidual, wlio, from the bottom of her 

heart. 
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Tiieart, could have faki yes to foclv a quef- 
tion?. Idaavowcd, therefore, withfrankT 
jief^> that the means only employed to dc* 
liver hor, and the place to which ffie wa? 
probably to have been condudled, were 
difpleanng to her ; and that, but forthefe, 
flie would xetum with joy. to the worlds 
and ihould be happy to fee her fiiends. 
^he,, befides, folemnly declared, that> if 
ftie noade her vows, neceffity alone would 
compel her to it, as fhe felt not the fmalleft 
iliclination for a religious life. 

At thefe words the whole community 
was tranfportcd with pious rage, and the 
term hypocrite iffued at once from every 
inouth. She was reprdached with havings 
^ot Jong iince, held a different language^ 
or of having, by her filence, at leaft giveQ 
reafon to fuppdfe, that Ihe would willingly 
remain at St. Anne's. Ida Ihrugged up 
her Ihoiilders,. and held her peace. ^ Na 
doubt fhe had appeared fatisfied with )ier 
dungeon from attachment to Mary, .that 
Ihe might fuccour and fave that unfortunate 
queen. Hoav. could fhe confefs this ? and 
what indeed would it have availed her, to 
enter into an explanation of herconduflr^ 
You fay nothing,'*' faid the abbefs .. • 

There is fome myflery in this which we 
''^ cannot penetrate." ^ 

*^ And what does flie mean," added on^ 
of the fif!ers, " hy the place to which IBc 

" was 
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** was afraid of being coodufled, had the 
** mea fucceeded in carrying her off? . . . 
" She knew the place, then ; is doi this 9 
*' proof, that fhe has fome fecret intelli- 
•' geoce with perfons out of the con- 
" vent.'*" 

The princefs being rigoroufly eLJoined 
lo explaib herfelf fully on this head, atlaft 
found herfelf obliged to name the arch- 
)i>i(hep, and own the defigDshe had niani- 
iefted refpefting her. 

This confeffidn at once determined the 
.featence to be pronounced on her. " Abo- 
" niinable flanderer," cried the abbefs, 
" thou art unworthy to live. 'Tis an &b- 
*' folute impoiEbiliiy, thai 
■" a prelate fo aged, fo 
" could be tempted by thi 
*' of fuch a finner." As i 
^turned, with an air of d 
princefs, and ordered he 
ately confined in the place appropriated 
for fuch criminals. 

Accordingly Ida was convey-cd to one of 
thofe fubterranean dungeons, veftiges of 
which are yet to be feen in the majoniy of 
'convents; though, in thofe days, no doubt, 
they were far more terrible than any that 
fubiifts at prefent. Her couduflors were 
the two nuns who had like to have been 
carried off in her ftead, and who had fliewn

4t had never been ufed ; and ihc had new 
reidoa to f<^ar that ihe would be the fiirflt 
"Unhappy wretch deftined to finifh her days 
in it. 

She was on the brink of giving way to

She '^^B lao longer interrogated. Every 
iriftant^ trembled, kft the abbefs IhouW 
come to remove her 'from her dungeon to 
this terrible cavern. One day, when cru- 
eflly tormented by this apfn^ehenfion, flie 
l^eard the door open : tfhe abbefs appeared ; 
Ida fkirit^ at the fight lof her. 

^' I imift fee her mj^dij^ cried the holy 
matron .... " Where is ihe ? . . . Good 
«* God, M^Mit «i acddent ! ; . . Senfdefc 
«* on the ground ! . . . Perhaps dead I • . . 
<*' God forbid ! O St. Anne, have phy on 
«w ^g i_Take her up quickfy, and convey 
^* her to one of the chambers ttove." 

« Holy motlher,'' faid one of the fitters, 
who ^accompanied her^ " let her remain in 
** peace whei'e ihe is. Kf dead, it mkf be 
«• well : Ac dead, yoa know, tfell no 
•»• tales:" ' 

« True. iBm What atefAJeTpeaaciel 
*< her emaciated bodywfll bear teftimony 
^'^ againft us. .... Let us fee, how* 
« ever. .... Ah, ihe blithe* f- fte J* 
*^ yet alive. Take her tnftfantfy aWay, and

After remaining ^ whdW hbiri^iofenflblejp 
Ida cafide to herfdf. fibers ^ftbiii&ed td 
perceive a clears and weU»lighted chamber; 
^ Faiit:ying 
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Fan tying herfelf in a dream, fhe eodeav 
youred to rife from the bed of down, oa 
,which flie had been placed. It was the bed 
of the abbefs herfelf. 

" Be .ftill, be ftill, my dear daughter/^ 
faid the abbefs, who fat at, the bedfide, 
anxioufly feeling her pulfe./- 

" Where am I ?'' faid the. princefs.
